Cleanup of the chemical 
spill on Helena St. has cost 
nearly $1 million and it’s 
increasing every day by 
$45,000, according to a 
report released by Niagara 
Region’s public works 
committee. 

The spill, which occurred 
March 9 from a building at 
833 Helena St., has not 
impacted the Rosehill 
water treatment plant, said 
the Region’s commissioner 
of public works Ron Tripp, 
in a report prepared for 
members of regional coun¬ 
cil. 

“The Region has cur¬ 
rently expended $950,000 
on the vacuum/storage

The concentration of those 
chemicals in the roadside 
ditch and down-stream drain¬ 
age areas have been steadily 

month-long cleanup, accord¬ 
ing to officials. 

Widmeyer said the spill 
remains under investigation 
by the ministry, so it’s prema¬ 
ture to discuss if any charges 
will be laid at this time.

"This is the first time we 
have ever done something 
like this," said teacher 
Paula Dunton. “We want 
to bring awareness to 
recycling at the elemen¬ 
tary school. We also want 
people to know how 
important it is to recycle 
appropriately and intelli¬ 
gently instead of just 
throwing it into the land¬ 
fill.” 

The fundraiser is being 
held under the Ontario 
Electronic Stewardship 
Program, the only provin¬ 
cial non-profit e-waste 
diversion program that 
encourages responsible 
reuse and safe recycling 
of unwanted electronic 
equipment. 

Since 2009, the Ontario 
Electronic Stewardship 
Program has helped divert 
more than 400,000 tons of 
electronic waste from the 
landfill.

Dunton said she would 
like the electronic collec¬ 
tion become an annual 
event at Ridgeway public 
School. She encourages 
everyone with items taking 
up space in their homes to 
drop them off at the school 
during its collection.

Marcy Woods ‘most glorious’and filled with trilliums in the spring

A Marcy Trillium. 

When will it be glorious 
trillium spring time in 
Marcy Woods? 

I received an E-mail 
from scientist, Albert 
Garofalo, at the end of 

Albert is, I believe, one 
of the best botanists in 
Niagara. He wants to take 
several of the Field 
Botanists of Ontario to 
Marcy Woods. 

This winter has been 
hard on the usual unfold¬ 
ing of spring in Niagara. I 
would Uke Albert and his 
fellow scientists to see 
Marcy Woods at the 
height of the trillium sea- 

When? 

Only weekly inspec¬ 
tions by daughter, Allison, 
and I can provide the best 
dates for Albert and his 
fellow scientists. Marcy 
Woods is “trillium heav- 

So is the private area of 
Point Abino. It is there 
that the late naturalist, 
Bert Miller, would take us 
in many times. 

We would drive to the 
end of Brown’s Road. Bert 
knew the American own¬ 
ers of the end cottage. 
Bert always asked permis¬ 
sion before we walked the

picturesque trail to the 
West side of the Point. 
There were vales and hills 
covered with our provin¬ 
cial emblem, the Great 
White Trilliums. I remem¬ 
ber Bert asking us, 

"How many leaves do 
you see?” I said, " Three!” 
"Not so,” he said. " Those 
are not true leaves. They 
are bracts. “Bracts” is the 
word. This article is , 
however, is about Marcy 
Woods trilliums. 

I have two small framed 
trillium photos on my 
“cave” walls. One is a Red 
trillium, a gift from the 
Past President of the Bert 
Miller nature Club, Peter 
Foebel. It is a photo taken 
in Marcy Woods. The 
other gift is from nature 
friend, Ernie Giles. It is 
the photo of the rare 
Painted trillium. 

If you have walked 


Marcy Woods trails in 

“ Trillium Time” you 
will remember the many 
hills and vales that are 
covered with hundreds of 
White trilliums and to a 
much lesser number, Red 
trilliums. 

On the Lower Trail I 
once led a small group of 
nature lovers. The actual 
year I forget but what we 
saw I will never forget. On 
the north side of the trail 
just in from the edge were 
two beautiful Painted tril¬ 
liums. I was a teacher/ 
principal at the time. I 


could only return about a 
week later. They were 
gone! I saw no evidence 
of transplanting. By pull¬ 
ing them they effectively 
killed the plants. The rhi¬ 
zome or trillium root can 
not recover if the flower 
and stem are removed. To 
this day no more Painted 
trilliums in Marcy 

Woods as far as I know. 

Brother Ed tried to 
transplant some White 
trilliums in our back 
fields. He was careful in 
transplanting. No luck, 
Trilliums need acidic soil 


near evergreens - pine, 
spruce etc. Our soil was 
old Welland Clay. 

It is illegal to pick trilli¬ 
ums in our Provincial 
Parks and in our 
Conservation areas. 

My request: Don’t pick 
any of Marcy Woods tril- 

There are different spe¬ 
cies of trilliums. Painted, 
Red, Purple, Nodding and 
our Great White. The late 
Dave Marr, a personal 
friend of the late Dr. 
George Marcy, and a great 
nature photographer con¬ 


fided in me. 

He took me to a patch 
or rare Yellow trilliums in 
the Woods.

Despite objections from 
the Town of Fort Erie’s 
Municipal Heritage Standing 
Committee, Ridgeway Public 
School will not be recog¬ 
nized as a heritage site. 

During last Tuesday 
night’s council-in-commit- 
tee meeting, Keith Overend, 
chairman of the Town’s her¬ 
itage committee, asked 
council to consider saving 
Ridgeway Public from 
demolition. 

Due to declining enrol¬ 
ment, District School Board 
of Niagara trustees voted 
last year to close Ridgeway, 
along with Bertie Public 
School and Crystal Beach 
Public School in favour of 
consolidating students from 
all three schools into one. 

In February, The Ministry 

would commit $10.27 mil¬ 
lion^) tear down Ridgeway 


build a new school in its 
place in time for September 
2016. 

In the 47-page report pre¬ 
sented to council last 
Tuesday, Town staff recom¬ 
mended the preservation of 
some of the elementary 
school's historical artifacts, 
which include the First 
World War commemorative 
plaque, the date stones, the 
stone entranceway, and the 
Dorothy Gage playground. 

All of the artifacts from 
Ridgeway Public as well as 
Bertie Elementary School's 
historical bell would be 
incorporated into the new 
school build. 

Councillors were also 
asked to consider holding a 
public meeting to receive 
public input on the signifi¬ 
cance of the school as a his¬ 
torical site. 

These steps would be 
taken to preserve the heri¬ 
tage value of the items men- 

new school remains “sensi¬ 
tive to the time period.” 

Overend disagreed with 
the report. 

“If the old building can’t 


continue to be used for a 
school, please reconsider 
other acceptable locations 
for a new building,” Overend 
asked councillors Tuesday.

Overend urged council to 
reconsider the decision, and 
pointed to an online peti¬ 
tion, which gathered 400 
signatures in a two-week 
period, from residents who 
didn’t approve of closing the 
school.

Don 
Lubberts felt gathering pub¬ 
lic opinion was necessary 
but they were outvoted five 

"We originally wanted to 
put the school in a separate 
place, and it wasn't good 
there. So the alternative 
plan is this (new) school. So 

that we should have a pub¬ 
lic meeting after the fact,” 
Ward 1 Coun. George 
McDermott said. 

“I believe our children 


need to be educated, and 
we can't keep postponing 
and keep going from place 
to place and being turned 
away,” he added. 

McDermott said there 
was a system put in place 
for the public to have a 
voice but “that time has 
come and gone.” 

“The ARC system was 
there to give the community 
a voice, we had the oppor¬ 
tunity to address the ARC at 
the time and we didn’t do 
it, we wait until there's a 
demolition permit in front 
of us to do this?" McDermott 
said.

Canadian Niagara Power 
and the Fort Erie Fire 
Department responded to a 
call of a hydro pole fire at 


8:45 a.m. in front of 36 
Queen St. 

Courtney Bonito, a cus¬ 
tomer service supervisor for 
CNP, said no one was injured 
while the fire was extin¬ 
guished and the utility pole 
was repaired. 

“It was an equipment fail¬ 
ure. Pole fires are a natural 
occurrence,” Bonito said. 
“Sometimes a wire can short 
out, or weather can cause it,” 


Bonito said. 

"It’s the nature of the busi¬ 
ness. All of our equipment is 
subject to Mother Nature 
and her elements. The 
equipment acted was it was 
supposed to.” 

CNP has a Distribution 
Asset Management Plan in 
place which calls for the 
company’s "assets” includ¬ 
ing utility poles to be 
reviewed on a three year 


inspection cycle. 

“We check our assets. We 
make repairs and replace¬ 
ments as needed. This is our 
preventative side,” Bonito 
said. 

“But things do come up 
horn day-to-day and we 
have to make those neces¬ 
sary replacements."
